We  have  many  varieties  for  your  inspection.  Most  have  shed  the  $  mark  but 
not  quite  reached  our  5c  limit  for  the  large  sizes  but  smaller  sizes  and  bulblets  have. 

Like  most  growers  we  sort  our  glads  into — L,  large;  M,  medium;  S,  small,  and 
bt,  bulblets.  25  to  50  bts.  is  marked,  pt.,  packet. 
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In  both  following  lists  all  the  large  ones  are  priced,  the  “c”  for  cents,  but 
smaller  sizes  where  the  “c”  is  left  out  the  number  indicates  how  many  of  the  size  for 
5  cents;  for  example  see  “Albatross.”  12,  8c,  1M  or  3S  for  5c.  Lower  down,  “Silver- 
sheen,”  12,  15c;  2M  or  4s,  15c,  4  bts.  for  5c.  Where  out  of  any  size,  a  blank  is  left. 
In  our  Nest,  less  than  an  acre,  all  the  large  of  many  varieties  have  been  sold,  but 
we  still  have  planting  stock  for  sale. 

Having  raised  glads  from  bulblets  for  years,  meeting  varied  success,  an 
astonisher  struck  us  two  years  ago. 

We  bought  in  an  order  3  small  bulblets  and  a  very  small  one  and  with  ordi¬ 
nary  care  raised  them,  digging  in  the  fall  three  No.  2’s,  one  No.  6  and,  “can  you  beat 
it”,  240  bulblets.  It’s  name  is  Phyllis  M’Quiston,  as  pretty  a  pink  as  grew  for  us. 

Bulblets  grew  well  for  us  this  year  and  we  have  plenty  of  fine,  medium  bulbs  as 
extras.  Don’t  fail  to  name  the  varieties  you  would  like  to  have.
